Claims 1-6 meet the criteria for novelty set out in PCT Article 33(2) because the prior art does not disclose a method of treatmg an 
indication resulting from an IgE mediate response in a ooanmial by administering an amount of a peptide having the formula f-Met-

Claims 1-6 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over WO 99/25372. The reference teaches the use of a 
peptide having the fomula f-Met-Leu-X to reduce the produclicMi of IgE antibodies at the site of inflanunation in a patient, which 
consisted of administering an effeaive amount of the peptide to elicit the desired response. Such treatment was used to treat 
inflammation, asthma, which are indications that can result from an IgE mediated response.

Claims 1-6 meet rbe criteria for novelty set out m PCT Articli- lu'ciiiisc tlie prior art ilocs not disclose a method of treating 
an indication resulting from an IgE mediate rcvponsi' in <'t iiiamiiKi) )ty adinini.s-ti>rin|r ;iii)oiint of a peptide having the formula 
f-Met-Leu-X sop as to downregnlate the prodiicrioti of Ij^lC. 

Claims 1-6 lack an inventive step under PCT Articlr :>.'>(.'>) as Uvm\^ olivious over WO Vi^/ari37*2. The reference teaches the 
use of a peptide having the formula f-Met-Lcn-X to i imIucc the production of IgK antibodies at the site of inflammation in a 
patient, which consisted of administering an effectiw autouni of tlie peptide to elicit the desired response. Such treatment was 
used to treat inflammation, asthma, which are indications tliat can n-snlt from an IgK mediated response. 

Claims 1-6 meet the criteria for industrial applicability si*t out in l*Crr ArticU' .S.'}(l'). 
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
